The claim of JurifliGiion made by the Convention of Royal 
Boroughs, appeared otiginally to be utterly groundlefs. _ ‘The 
idea was confirmed by the unanimous opinion ef the Barons 
of Exchequer, in the cafe of Dumbaston, where the matter 
was fully inveftiyated, After the decifion given in that cafe, 
no perfon imagined that the Convention of Boroughs would 
ever again venture to offer a claim of Jurifdiction, which was 
reprobated, treated with contempt, and even with redicule, 
by the’ opinions of thefe honourable Judges”. 

“ To the aftonithment of the public, however, it has hap- 
pened, that the Convention of the Royal Boroughs have 
thought. proper teweuew their exploded pretence of Jurifdic- 
tion, to cali themfelves to an accdiint fer their adininiftra- 
tion of the common good; for in a circular letter fubjo'zed, font 
by the Lord Provoft of Edinbirgh, as Prefes of the Conven- 
tion of Boroughs, to the individual Town-councils, deliring 
them to inftruct their members of Parliament to give an une 
qualified oppofitiongo Reform, -the Convention fipcaks as 
iollows: * They (s#¢dning the Committee of Reform) -have 
** at laft detérmined to bring forward to Parliament their 
* proépofed bill, not only for altering the conftitution’s of the 
Barghs, but to vettin the Court of Exchequer apower to 
$s oblige Magittiates to acount; in) manned 2bove mentions 
* ed; and with that view have applicd to Mr Vitt, as Mi- 
* nifter of fate, for his countenante and fupport, in order 
“to have it paffed into a law, upoaa mifreprefiniation, ‘That

‘Thefe taxes were 
formerly levied upon the fame commodity, under 
various titles, which differed in every province of 
the eleGorate, and were fubject to a renewal on eve:

Jations, a very cc nfiderable number of articles are 
exempted from this tax, chiefly for the relief of the 

oor, as are alfo all raw materials imported, and ufed 
in the manufa¢tures of the coantry, which will be 
highly advantageoas to the woollen, cotton, and 
Yinen manufaétorers. The mode of collecting the 
taxes now eftablifhed is fo fimplified, that, upon 
their being once paid, the merchandize may be 
tranfported to any part of the electorate, without 
farther examination, or becoming liable to any fur- 
ther duty.! 

A new tariff for regulating the taxes on the in- 
ternal commerce of the country will be immediately 
publithed ; and the elector has given orders to his 
Collége of Commerce to prepare another for.regu- 
Jating the taxes on merchandize imported from fo- 
reign parts.

Mr Alderman Newnham rofe, in confequence of 
the converfation which took place on Puefday laft, 


- to fay, that in his opinion he had given a fatisfacto- 


ty explanation to the queftions put to him refpecting 
his motion relative tothe Prince of Wales ; yet he 
was now ready to explain every further particular 


that may be’ deemed neceffary. He begged leave 
tr» allure the Right Hoa. Gentleman  oppofice 
oom (Mr Pitt) his motion would come perfectly aa 
.ccompanied by any of thofé difagreeabie confequen: 
ces which had been apprehended, it being as much 
his with as it was his duty to introduce the bufinefs 
with the deférence that was due to the Sovereiga, 
and indeed to both the parties concerned in the mo- 
tion. If, in purfuing this conduct, he was even not 
fwayed by inclination, he could not pollibly forget 
the refpec% which atuated the Royal perfonage 
wirofe affairs. were the fubject of the progeedingy’ 
and whofe caufe he could not poflibly expeat to ferve 
by departing from that line, which was obvioully 
drawn from the nacurée and importance of the ‘cit: 
cumftances. He had ftill, he faid, to regret the 
byfinefs had not been taken up by perfons in office, 
to whom he thought it peculiarly belonged ; but ha- 
ving learned that no fach meafure was agitated or 
intended by them, he thought he merely difcharged 
his daty by ftepying forward. It was no more than 
what he owed to the honour of the country which 
was fo deeply interefted, and to the fituation of his 
Royal Highnefs, embarraffed as it appeared to be, 
and from which he could not too foon be extricated, 
The object of his motion he therefore itated merely 
to be, ** That an humble addrefs be prefented to his 
Majelty, praying him to take into his Royal confi- 
deration the embarrafled {tate of the affairs of hus, 
Royal Hlighnefs the Prince of Wales, and to grant 
him fuch relief as he in his Royal wifdom may think 
fit, and that the Houfe would make good the fame.” 

Mr Rolle expreffed his furprife ac the conduct of 
the Hon. Gentleman, in prefling forward a bufinefs 
of the prefent nature againft the declared fenfe of 
his Majefty’s Minitters.. He thought that there ne- 
ver was an occafion when it was more neceflary for 
the independent and country gentlemen to {tep for- 
ward, as the decifion on the prefent bufinefs tend- 
ed in his opinion to involve in its confequences the 
ftate both of the church and conftitution. He, for 
his part, felt fo deeply impreffed by the fenfe of its 
alarming tendency, that he thould be prepared, when- 
ever it was brought forward, to move the previous 
quettion, though he would confefs that it was with 
much reluétance that he could be brought to give the 
meafure a decided negative.

Mr Dempfter faid, that he had underfteod from 
high authority, that the motion for the addrefs 
would be informal, as applying to the crown for pe- 
cuniary aid before the Committee of Supply had been 
clofed.' Feeling, however, as he did for the honour 
of the Sovereign, and for the fituation of the heir 
apparent, he hoped that before the time appointed

{fr Pitt, after profeiling the molt refpectfal ar-

After making thele oiler 
tions, Mr Pitt begged leave again co revert fora few 
moments to the bulinefs of the Prince of Wales as 
it was probable that if he omitted feizing the ‘pre. 
fent occalion, the Houfe would be Jef full when 
he fhould take occafion to re cali their attention: 
to that fabject, In confequence of a converfation 
which had arifen a few minutes fince between him 
and an Hon. Gentleman, he found himfelf under 
the neceflity of declaring, that his intended OppoK- 
tion to the’ encreafed eftablifhment of his Royal 
Highnefs, was founded on no extraneous motive 
whatever, and referred folely to the correfpondence 
which had taken place between his Majefty and the 
Prince, on the pecuniary concerns of the latter. It 
was in that light only he withed to confides. it, and 
fecing it in that point of view, he could certainly 
treat it with all the poflible freedom that was confo- 
pant to the refpect due to the parties concerned— 
to the Sovereign, and to the. Heir “\pparent. 
Mr Sheridan exprefied much fatisfaQion on hear- 
ing this explanation, which had been in his opinion 
rendered extremely neceflary by what had: fallen 
from an Hon. Gentleman not now prrefent (Mr 
Roile). {lad it been otherwife, however, and were 
it the intention of gentlemen to carry the difcufion 
farther than what related to the pecuniary fituadon 
of his Royal Highnefs, the infinuations woul have 
been met fully and fairly in that Houfe ; or if it was 
thought more cligible to bring them forward: if. an- 
other piace, his Royal Highnels fitting them in per- 
fon as a peer of Great Britain, was fully prepared 
to aniwer in perfon to every charge or infinuation 
that could be brought againit him on any account 
whatever. . 

Mr Pitt faid, that no infinuation. had dwe't in his: 
mind at the time that he had delivered ‘himfelf on 
the fubject ; and’ he had hoped that he exprefled 
himfelf in terms fufficiently unambiguous, co avoid 
fuch an imputation. What had fallen from. an 
Hon. Gentleman (Mr Rolle) it could. not. be ex- 
pected of him to explain; bat as far as related to 
himfelf, he trailed that no improper conftruction 
would be attached to his words, when he now re- 
peated his declaration, that he never meant to ex- 
tend his ideas farther than to. the pecuniary fituation 
of the Prince. —He woukl, however, exprefs a hope, 
that the Hon. Gentleman who. had. lalt fpoken, 
would ufe his influence, in aid to the wilhes of al- 
mott every member in that Honfe, with the Hon. 
Alderman (Newnham) whom he would alfa con- 
jure, to withdraw a motion, which involved in it fo 
many circum/tances of fuch extreme delicacy, and 
which could not poflibly anfwer any good -end,, if 
forced into a difcuiflion. + 

Mr Alderman Newnham, replied, that he had

on an appeal from a folema judgment of an inferior 
Court, without having before the Hoafe the fads 
on which it had been given, and which had been ad- 
duced in proof. ‘The Lord Advocate feemed rather 
at a lofs to give an anfwer, and was inclined to wave 
giving a direct or pofitive one, looking at the fame 
time at the counfel on the other fide, who only {mi- 
led,. 
* Lord Loughborough, whofe affitance had been 
particularly invited by the Chancellor on the o¢ca- 
fion, then informed the counfel, that they might 
probatly agree between then and Monday (this day) 
on an admiffion of facts, and mutually agree to ftate 
them to the Houfe. Noanfwer being given to this, 
or any reply made whatever, the Lord Chancellor 
took occation to obferve, and that in a rather point- 
ed manner, that it became the counfel at the bar to 
confider of what had been thrown out; and that if, 
after the Honfe had fignified its wifhes that an ad- 
mifion of facts fhould be agreed on, either fide 
fhould defire to decline it, fuch conduct would be 
extremely unhandfome, and put it out of the power 
of the Houfe to decide, at leaft, with any degree of 
fatisfaSion : His Lordthip preffed this, andr faid, 
that it had been done in a variety of inftances, and 
ought to be done in a matter in which the interetts 
of the freeholders of Scotland were admitted, by 
both fides, to be fa very nearly concerned. 
“The counfel making no reply, they were ar- 
dered to withdraw ; and the Lord Chancellor, quit- 
ting the woolfack, moved their Lordthips, that the 
further hearing of the caufe thould be adjourned tll 
Monday. 

‘* Accordingly, the counfel were again called to 
the bar this day, and Mr Solicitor Dundas and Mr 
Wight heard, after which the counfel were ordered 
to withdraw; and the Lord Chancellor,) after a 
fpeech of about forty minutes, in which his Lord. 
{hip entered fully into the merits of the caufe, moved 
the Houfe, ‘* that it fhould be referred back to the 
Court of Seffion.”’

Reform of the Internal Government of the Royal 
Boroughs. 
Ase ..P 8.2.7.8 
The Twenty Fourth day of April One Thoufand Seven 
Hundred and Fighty Seven Years. 


N prefence of me, Notary Public, and 

the witneffes fubfcribing, compeared Meflrs Andrew 
Melils, Prefes, and James Chalmers, Secretary of the com- 
mittee of burgeffes and heritors of the burgh of Perth, for 
therofelves, and in name of the haill other burgeffes and 
‘heritors of the faid burgh, who have declared for the ne- 
ty aid propriety of a reform in the internal goverument 

of the reyal boroughs of Scotland, and particularly of this 
, and paffed with us to the prefence of William Ali- 
fon, E'q; prefent Provoft of Perth, and there reprefented 
‘and put him in mind, that, upon the fifth day of April 
current, they had lodged with him a petition to the tewn 
council of the borough, figned by certain burgeffes and he- 
ritors, for themfelves, and in name of the other heritors and 
burgeflés of this borough defirous of reform, fetting forth, 
‘That it was well known to the town council that a great 
« majority of the burgeiles and heritors of the borough had 
concurred in an application to Parliament, praying for a 
reform in the internal government of the borough; and 
that like applications had been made by a great majority of 
the other boroughs in Scotland; that fuch an application 
being expeded, it was motione! in the convention of royal 
boroughs held in July-Isft, chat the town councils fhould 
oppofe the reform ; and the late Provoft, who, was com- 
miflioner frpm this borough, without confulting a ingle per- 
fen in town, or having avy in“ ructions to that effect, even 
from the town council, was pleafed to give his aflent to 
the motion ; and now that the applications of the burgeffes 
were about to be prefented to Parliament, the ener 
underftood that the prefes of the late convention had wrote 
circular letters to the town councils, and to the council of 
this borough in particular, defiring them to inftruct their 
reprefentative in Parliament, and fuch of the county mem- 
_ bers as they had intereft with, to give an unqualified op- 
pofition to reform; that theugh the town council of Perch 
were jelf-eletted, the petitioners entertained a better opi- 
nion of the com ¢ members, than to think they wou!dd 
allow themfelves to be drawn into a line of conduct, fo ad- 
werle to every principle of civil liberty, and to every idea 
of public utility, without any countenance from their fel- 
low-citizens, or even fo much as confalting any one of 
them, upon a point in which their rights and liberties were 


fo deeply inyolved : But if, in this opinion, the petitioners _ 


were miftaken, and if the council have thought fit to fol 
low the advice given in the citcular letter alluded to, or 
mean to follow it, the burgeffes and heritors of Perth did, 
in that folemna manner, reprefent and protett, that the 
town council, in inftructing the reprefentative of the bo- 
Tough to oF fe reform, thould not be underitood to con 
vey to Par Siednt the fenfe of the great body of the bur- 
geffes and heritors; when, in fact, it, was notorious, that 
‘their voice and line’of conduct have for years toge- 
ther been favourable to reform. If then the common coun- 
cil of this borough had already. given fuch inftructions, or 
meant to give them, the burgeffes, who were /uppofed to be 
the conftituents of the council, thought themfelves entitied 
to know, whether the council had authority from any one 
of them (out of council) to oppofe the reform; and if fo, 
what the names and numbers of fuch burgeffes were ? And 
Jaftly, the petuioners requefted the liberty to atcend by a 
conimittce to receive an explicit anfwer as foon as poffible. 
The feid Prefes and Secretary futther reprefented to the 
faid William Alifon, EG; that, in the besinning of the 
«month, when they firft waited upon him upon this fubiedt, 
“he had given them reafon to think that the petition would 
be fubmitted to council as on the Monday following, but 
that no Council met until yefterday, although, from the na- 
ture of the application, more difpatch was evidently necet- 
fary; and they now withed to, know what anfwer the 
council had becn pleafed to give ? To ‘which the Provoit, 
in name of the council, made this anfwer, That he could 
not get a council to meet fooner ; and that, after reading 
the petition, the council had made avifandum with it until 
their ordinary meeting in the menth of May. The faid 
Prefes and Secretary replied, that. it would readily occur to 
the Provo't that fuch a flep was the fame as if an anfwer 
had been refufed; becaufe, by the time appointed for ad- 
Vifing the petition, which required neither time nor preme- 
ditation, the applications of the burgefles would be prefen- 
ted to Parliament; and, therefore, they held the condu& 
of the council in this matter as a tacit admiffion; that the 
council, without advifing with any one in the borough, had 
in‘tra@ted the member. in Parliament to oppofe the reform: 
But that they mighc not refit upon prefumptions, they cal- 
led upon the Provotl to fay if any one not in council ad- 
vifed fach a flep : ‘To which he frankly anfwered, that, for 
his part, he knew of none without doors who-had given 
fuch advice; and if.a proteft was taken, he defired to fee 
a ferall of it, which was accordingly promiftd him. The 
faid Prefes and Secretary thea protefted, that whatever in- 
ftructions the town couac:! had given, or might give, to the 
reprefentative in Parliament, to oppofe the applic.r.ions of 
the burgeffcs and heritors, the fame fhould not he held to 
convey to Parliament that the oppolition rofe from any in 
town, but a majority of the felf-elected council of this bo- 
rovgh. And thereupon, and upon the haiil premifes, ia- 
firuments were taken in the hands'of me, Notary Pablic, 
fubfcribing.
